When I think about Barry I like to think about a prism — you know those 
things that let light shine through but you never quite get to see all of the 
rays at the same time — Barry was like that. There were so many sides to 
him and many people never saw all of the sides. 


For example — over ten years ago when our friend Joanne Rathgeb was struggling in her fight against cancer she told Barry 
and I that she was worried about what would happen to Don after she died. She asked us to “take care of Don” and so for 
the last ten years, ever since Joanne’s death, every three or four months, four of us, Tony Julianelle, Barry and I have gone 
to dinner with Don — keeping our promise made to Joanne to “take care of Don.” Barry always got to pick out the 
restaurant because he knew the best places to eat. 

¢ Barry and I worked the table at the women’s basketball games for more than twelve years — both JV and varsity. Neither 
of us really liked basketball but that made us great table help because we could be objective and just do our jobs and not 
get excited about a bad call. Barry would work the scoreboard and I would work the clock — either Will Marquess or Jeff 
Adams would work the shot clock. Barry would come running over from his office where he had been correcting papers or 
talking with a student and the official would have already asked “where is that guy?” — sometimes Barry would forget his 
glasses and we thought about making HIM the referee....... 

¢ Barry also was very involved with the Dismas House, having served on their Board — he wanted college students to help 
out with people who had been in prison and who were transitioning back into society — he always felt it was important for 
people to understand just how important forgiveness was. 

¢ Barry liked classical music and history and those of us who knew him well over the last couple of years know just how 
much he liked the game of solitaire. 

¢ With all of the different facets of Barry’s life and the light that shone through that prism there were three rays that always 
shone through — that everyone saw. First of all there was his family. I realized this past week that I had never met David 
or Jody -that amazes me because I knew all about you — Barry talked about how you were, where you were and what you 
were doing — he was so proud of each of you — I felt like I already knew you. And then there is his mom — how he loved 
your energy — he was always talking about you and he was truly amazed at how much energy you had and he loved you 
dearly. And Ellen — anyone who knows Ellen knows that she has “antics” — she was always trying something different — 
Barry didn’t always understand all of that “why is she doing that?” but he always, always loved you Ellen. 

¢ A second ray that was always there was his faith — how he loved you Rabbi Wall — he saw you as his father. He wanted 
those of us at this Catholic college to understand and value the difference of religion and his faith was always so important 
to him. 

¢ And finally, the ray that always came through was his teaching. He impacted so many people with his teaching. Mary 
LeClair has her doctorate in Clinical Psychology and is in private practice in Buffalo — Barry inspired her. Craig Farnum is 
a guidance counselor with his master’s degree and works at a high school in Reno, Nevada — Barry inspired him. He was 
his work study and worked catering with Barry. I have heard from so many people this past week, current and former 
students who told me how Barry impacted their lives ---- something that many people did NOT know about Barry is how 
he would often become a role model, a mentor for many of our young men on campus -young men who needed a role 
model, a mentor. He was a role model because these young men needed a good man as a role model and Barry Krikstone 
WAS a good man.
